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THIS ACCOUNT is ftated ia the ufttal Manner by the Secretary to the Truftees of the 
Linen Manufacture, and fnpported by Vouchers ; however, as a large balance for the firft Time ap- 
peared to remain in the Hands of the Truftees of the Linen Manufacture in their Account ending 
the thirty-firft day ef December one thoufand eight hundred, and as this Balance appeared to 
increafe in the Account ending the fifth day of January one thoufand eight hundred and two, and 
in the prelent Account ending the fifth day of January one thoufand eight hundred and three, (till 
further to have encreafed, and to amount to the Sum of twenty-five thoufand two hundred and 
twenty-four Pounds nine Shillings and eight Pence — we called upon the Truftees by a Letter to 
their Secretary for a “ detailed Statement of the different Items that compofea the Balance faid to be 
in their Hands,” in order to afeertain whether this Balance were forthcoming, and applicable towards 
aufwering the Engagements of the Truftees. 

From the Statement received in anfwer, and the Explanations that followed upon Oath, it has 
appeared that the Balance is compofed of the following Sums:

fovea hundred and ninety-five, on the Death of his Father.

Mr. James Corry, Secretary, was examined upon Oath, and further interrogated— 

How this Arrear of thirteen thoufand two hundred and eighty-feven Pounds one Shilling and 
five Pence had been created ? 

Why it did not fooner appear t 

And why it had not been yet paid ? 

And from his foil and ample Difclofure and Acknowledgement of the Circnmftances relating to the 
firft Qneftion, we colleCt, That his Father while Secretary to the Linen and Bounty Boards had appropriated 
the public Monies to his own Ufe, and that he was enabled to do fo by the uncontrouled Power be 
pofiefled of drawing the Revenues of the Linen Board from their Treafurer by his fiogle Order. — That 
on the Di Ablution of the Bounty Board, and making up the Accounts thereof, lie had found his Father 
in Arrear to the Amount of two thoufand eight hundred and eighty-fix Pounds ten Shillings and 
nine Pence, and that he had been induced to transfer fo much of the Linen Board Funds to difeharge 
that Balance, this he had been enabled to do as he was poflefftd of the fame Powers over the Funds of 
the Linen Board which had been exercifed by his Father. 

To the fecond Qneftion he replied. 

That the late Secretary was in the Habit of not making up and furnifliing the Accounts for any- 
one Year, until he had received on Account of the IfTues for the fucceeding Year, Mouey fufficient to 
replace whatever Sums belonging to the Year preceding he might have appropriated to private PurpoftSi 
thus making good the Demands of the prior Year out of the Ifi'ues for the Year that followed, and 
procuring Vouchers fufficient to anfwer the Difeharge of the Account fent iu, which was practicable 
from the Multitude and the Nature of the Receipts for Flax Premiums, which (as they were not dated 
by the Perfon receiving the Premium) did not on the Face of them exhibit the Time when the Money 
was paid, and that thus each Account appeared fupported by its appropriate Vouchers, although there 
was an annual Anticipation of the Vouchers to difeharge the fucceeding Account.

That when in the Year one thoufaad seven hundred and ninety-five, he fucceeded his Father, the 
fame Mode cf making up the Accounts was continued by his Clerk for fome Time before it came to 
his Knowledge, but that when he did become acquainted with it, he ftiil adopted it, in hopes that by 
thus procrafiiuating the Appearance of .the Arrear, he might be enabled to procure Means to 
difckarge it. 

To the third Queftion he replied. 

That the Arrear had never been called for by the Truflees. 

That fuch were the Means by which this Arrear had been created and concealed ; and that it had at 
length been acknowledged to exift, in confequence of new Arrangements in the Mode of Payment, 
which in his own Juftificaticn the Secretary declares were introduced by him. 

Thefe Arrangements which prevented large Sums of Money from palling through his Hands', 
rendered it necefiary in making up the Account for the Year ending December one tboufand eight 
hundred to' bring this Arrear to View upon the Face of the Account ; this he did in the Form of 
“ Balance due by the Trtfiees — That in the next Account he includes in a groTs “ Balance due by 
the Truftees,” the above Arrears of thirteen thoufand two hundred and eighty-feven Pounds One 
Shilling and five Pence, alfo two thoufand Six hundred and twenty-one Pounds fix Shillings and 
five Pence, Frauds committed by the Clerk in the Office under the Secretary, and the Balances that 
remained in the Hands of the Infpeftor’s General ; and that in this Shape the Account now before us 
• has been madenip, the above Arrear continuing to make Part of the Balance of Twenty-five thoufand 
# twtr hilndred and tventy-four Pounds nine Shillings and eight Pence Hated to be in the Hands of 
the Truftees. 



Some: of the Truftees who fighed this Account were alfo examined upon Oath, and from their 
Depofitions, as wdl as thofe of the Secretary, it appears that the Trustees .were totally ignorant of their 
Accounts, and of the whole of thefe Tranfa&ions, and that therefore-oo Directions had ever been ifliied 
to pay in the.Bahnce. 

From the ah.ive Inveftigation it is apparent that of the Sum of twenty-five thoufand two hundred 
and twenty four Pounds -nine Shillings and eight Pence, iaid to.be a' “ Balance in Hands of the 
Truflees,” the Sum of nine thoufand three hundred and fifteen Pounds eleven Shillings and ten Pence 
’ ionly is ‘forthcoming and applicable towards anfu'ering the Engagements of the Trailers. 



And we have to notice in the Truftees of the Linen Manufacture a very blamcable Negleft of their 
Money Concerns, in permitting the whole c,f their Revenues to be drawn from ttheir Treaforer; by 
the Angle nncontroultd Order of their Secretary, and in having fuffered fo great a Mifapplication of 
their Funds fo long to efcape their Obfervation; and we have to add, that the Mode in whichthis great 
Arrear has been created and concea'ed is highly reprehenfible and injurious to the Public, and that 
fome_effeaual Steps fhoujd be taken to recover thefe Arrears. and prevent the Recurrence of fuch 
'Abufes in future.. V

and three, it amounted to the Sum of twenty-five thoufand two hundred and twenty-three Pounds 
nineteen Shilling, and eight Pence, we then, for the firlt time, could entertain a Suipicion that this 
Sum wa, not drawn into the Trnliees Hands to anfwer immediate engagements, and we thought it then, 
and not ’till then, cur Duty to enquire where this Sum really was, why drawn by the Truftees into 
their Hands at this Time, and how far it was anfwerable and forthcoming to the Public Service. 

There was alfo a Sum of nine thoufand three hundred and fifteen Pounds eleven Shillings and 
ten Pence, alledged to be in the Hands of the two In fpe-ftors General, Meffieurs Duffin and Greer, 
at the foot of the laft Account, ending the fifth day of January one thoufand eight hundred and 
three ; this we would have enquired into, but could not procure the perfonal attendance of thefe 
Gentlemen at that time, we have therefore now examined them as to both thefe Accounts together. 

. Mr. Duffin (wears, that of the Balance Bated to be in his Hands on the fifth day of January one 
thoufand eight hundred and three, not five hundred Pounds were in Cafli, the reft was in Wheels 
and Looms, which he had been ordered to provide and deliver to the Truftees and Colonels of Militia, 
and which he had not at that time an opportunity of delivering to the individuals, or if delivered, of 
getting receipts from them, without which he could not be difeharged of the money advanced to him. 
in his next Year’s Account now before us, he brings forward thefe Receipts as his Dicharge, and fo 
in every Year’s fuccefiive Account; thus, though there may appear a Balance in his Hands, it is of 
Utenfils undelivered though ordered, and of very little Cafli. 

Mr. Greer’, Accounts are cnidly fimihr i„ their nature to Mr. DtipFin's, both confining folel, 
of grants of Wheels «nd Looms to the Truftees and Militia Colonels : they are f ropetly a, ranged 
and vouched. 

The prefent Account ending the fifth day of January one thoufand eight hundred and four, we 
have arranged in the ufual form of Accounts in this Office, as a Cafh Account by Charge and Difcharge, 
arid we conceive that upon a comparifer. with the mode hitherto adoped by the Linen Board, as 
-appears in the preceding Account, it will Jay much more clearly before the Public at one view, the 
whole Receipts and Dilburlements, and Balances of the Truftees for One Year. 

In this shape, and corrected of feme clerical errors and mifcalcuiations in the engroflments. It is 
fairly ftated and fupported by Vouchers; and the Secretary, who was examined upon Oath, declared, 
that all Payments faid to be made by him, were made within tire period of this Account, a„d this he 
proved, when the Receipts wanted dates, from Drafts, Office Ledgers, and other Documents, the 
authenticity of which he confirmed upon Oath, 

Some of the Truftees who figned this Account were examined upon Oath, and they feverally 
declared, that they were not acquainted with any of the particulars of it ; indeed the Linen Accounts 
throughout do not appear to have been fuftciently examined and certified, the inferior Officers are not 
Itriflly controlled, due attention does not feem to have been paid to the drawing for and Dilburfements 

of Money, nor is adequate Security taken for its being faithfully expended Thefe Obfervations 

arofe Lem the neceffity of a very minute Invefligation of the Balances in the former and prefent 
Account.

THIS 
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THIS Board under various A&s of the Legiflatore has been in veiled with very extenfive powers ; 
but though the controul entrufled to it has (in the difpofition of fuch Avenues and Streets as have 
hitherto been opened and improved) generally tended to promote uniformity and convenience, we 
cannot avoid obferving that inftances have frequently occurred where the exercife of tliefe powers 
has been attended with confiderable lofs and inconvenience to individuals. 

It has frequently happened that this Board with a view to fome intended improvement, lias 
procured Valuations of the properties neceffary for fuch purpofe to be made; but that the payment 
for the concerns or the execution of the plan has not for years been carried into effeft, either 
from the inadequacy of its means or other caufes. 

In thefe cafes the Proprietors are in ccnfequence of the Valuation, or even of notice of an 
intended one, precluded from rebuilding or repairing their Houfes by the certainty (under the pro- 
vifions of the exifting Laws).of lofing the whole of the monies fo expended upon them. 

Tlie CommiiGoners in cxcufe for themfelves fay, that the valuations are often fo exorbitant and 
unreafonable, that even if their Funds had been adequate they would not have thought themfelves 
a£ting for the Public Interell by acquiefcing in them. 

It is however to be obferved, that the valuations are always made by Juries, and we conceive that 
the Public Intereft cannot be better protected than through their Intervention, and that in no cafe 
fliould the Property of Individuals be fubjefted to a valuation, except where the Funds of the Board 
are adequate to the immediate difcharge of the value thus afeertained. 

The Law Expences of this Board, particularly thofe under the Head of Valuations, appearing 
very confiderable, we referred them to the Examination of our Solicitor, and we find that the Colls 
under this head amount to the Sum of five hundred and ten Pounds fixteen Shillings and eleven 
Pence Halfpenny. 

That feventy-two Meetings of Juries had been fumffloned and advertifed for, and that of thefe 
twenty only had done any bufinefs, the remaining fifty-two having proved inefficient, two from want 
of attendance of the Commiffioners, and the remaining fifty from that of the Jurors. 

The Expcnce thus incurred amounts to about twenty-five Pounds for each effective Meeting, 
befides the additional Expences of advertifing and other incidental Charges which are very heavy. 

This Board is poffeffed of very fufficient powers to inforce the Attendance of Jurors under large 
penalties; but we cannot find that in any inftance thefe penalties have been levied, although they 
would be more than adequate to defray this head of Expence. 

Subjoined is a Statement of the Funded and Unfunded Debts of this Corporation ; and we have to 
■obferve that befides the fum of thirty-eight thoufand fix hundred and forty-three Pounds three 
Shillings and eleven Pence-due upon Awards, a very confiderable Debt has been created by the mode 
of Certificates, which we do not conceive an adequate fecurity to the Public ; thefe Certi .cates bearing 
an Intereft of fix per Cent, which is regularly difeharged, amount to one hundred and fix thouf. nd 
eight hundred and eighty-four Pounds nine Shillings and Sixpence Halfpenny, and are payable at 
determinate and indeterminate periods.
